Tamrnanv organization to accept lum, 
Roosevelt's name went over with a 
bandwagon movement during 
which 


all other candidates were withdrawn 


James Hamilton Lewis, ot Illinois, 


was withdrawn early by former Gov 
ernor Dunn, Gov Stewart, of Mon- 
tana announced his own withdrawal, 
Edward L Doheny, of California, and 
former Gov llawley. of Idaho, were 
withdrawn and Maj-Gen L D Tison, 
df Tennessee in person announced he 
would not be ^a contender, as did Da 
vid R Francis, of Missouri. Nomina- 
tion of W T. Vaughn, of Oregon, who 
had received state primary endorse- 
ment, was changed into a second for 
the successful nominee 


Bainbridge Colby, secretary of state 


who was considered as a 
candidate 


and refused to allow his name to be 
used, finally was urged to consent if 
he should be "drafted," as it fell out 
the Tammany crowd decided to ac- 
cept Roosevelt, who brot to the ticket 
the participation of an administration 
man and Mr. Colby's name was not 
considered further.

Conference at Spa Will Not 


Be Allowed to End In a 
Deadlock, Says Press 


ALLIES YIELD A POINT 
Tentative Program For the 


Payment of Indemnity is 
Prepared By Germans 


SPA, Belgium, July 7.—Aftor an all 


night .session of the German delegates 


a countiy village on the outskirts 


of Spa, Dr. Von Simons, tho German 
foreign minister announced 
that a 


tentative proposal 
on 
disarmament 


had been drawn up for presentation 
to tho allies this afternoon. 


"1 believe that the allies will make 


concessions m the matter of disarm- 
ament," said Herr Fehronbach, Gor- 
man Chancellor and head of tho Ger- 
man delegation. 


Opinion wat expressed in allied cir- 


cles that a 
conciliatory 
agreement 


probably would be reached and that 
tho conference would not be broken 
off tonight as the result of a dead- 
lock. 


H is understood that tbe allies are 


now ready to waive July 10 as Die 
date by •which the German army must 
be decreased 
to 100,000 men. 
Tho 


Germans, professing alarm at the Rus 
hian victories over the Poles, 
have 


been insisting upon an army of 200,- 
000 men. 


During tbe all night discussions of 


the German envoys reparations were 
taken up as well as the question of 
disarmament.
